Soveral armored vehicles, which according to their shape, appeared to be armored 
scout cars, were also seen in a garage,. Tivonty~six radio masts, about 5 motors 
high, and 18. .radio nasto, about 7 meters high, were observed in tile rear portion 
25X1 X of the park. A group of 3<$ soldiers, wearing red-bordered black epaulets and 

carrying cardboard targets, marched into the installation. «
